INTRODUCING OUR TECHNICAL STAFF 


The Cape Playhouse is fortunate in having a competent, talented and hard-working 
backstage crew, most of whom have prior Playhouse experience going back several 
seasons. 

We consider ourselves especially lucky to have Helen Pond and Herbert Senn 
return summer after summer to design the striking sets which delight and amaze you 
every week. This clever pair have many Broadway sets to their credit and the past 
few winters have won praise from the critics for the sets they produced for Sarah 
Caldwell’s Opera Company of Boston. 

The difficult task of stage manager has been ably filled by Lynn Montgomery for 
the last six summers. One of her most important responsibilities is making sure all 
light and sound cues go off on schedule; split second timing is necessary too for scenery 
shifts and props placement. Last fall Mrs. Montgomery stage-managed “The Conjurer” 
which had its world premiere at the University of Michigan and in the winter stage- 
managed “Georgy” on Broadway and “Slow Dance On The Killing Ground” off-Broad- 
way. 

Poet Laureate of the Playhouse is Tom Bridwell, head carpenter. Tom spent the 
winter in East Dennis, quite a change from his previous Florida residence, and pub- 
lished a book of verse entitled “Words’’ which has much local color. 

George Koraly and Kim Reimer, Florida State at Tallahassee students, and Mike 
Deegan of Carnegie-Mellon are back as technicians for the second year. Suzanne Hay- 
den, a Dennis summer resident and Lesley College grad, worked on the operas with 
Helen and Herbert last winter and is happy to be with them again this summer. As 
junior technician, Marc Olivere, whose mother is Betty Field, the well known actress, 
is learning the theatre business from the ground up. 

Lighting is in the capable hands of Bob Tompkins, a eeaert at Eastern Carolina 
College. Scouring the Cape for suitable furniture and set “dressing” are Monica Kidd 
and Bill Lutz. Monica worked at the Yarmouth Playhouse two years ago and is also 
a Florida State student. Bill, who spent last summer in Spain with the Mt. Hermon 
Summer School program, will enter Northwestern in the fall. 

Surely Irene Fagan, our costumiere, needs no introduction to our faithful patrons. 
A Dennis resident, Mrs. Fagan has been working with wardrobes at the Playhouse for 
over three decades and was formerly Gertrude Lawrence’s personal dresser. She is 
currently writing her memoirs. 

Keeping the Playhouse lobby, orchestra, balcony, loge and backstage spruced up 
is the job of Wayne Steinman, who enters his senior year at CCNY in September where 
he is majoring in the education of exceptional children.
